- "Wad iife, except in the elopheit and 
xhinocorog, has not xetreated far from the 
settlements. It abounds everywhere, and is 
amasingly quiet, ‘The lnman’ kind. msy pass 
among it without startling it, for it has not yet: 
Joarned to regard man asanenemy., Ono msy 
examine at tolerably close range the plumage 
and markings of o great varisty of birds, som 
of then strikingly beautifol. Thoy call, but have 
no song beyond a twitter attuned to the rustling 
of thy foliage that shelters them. Ther aro ‘a 
dozen dietinot species ‘of the kingfisher, all 
gaily plumed, the white crane or paddy bird, 
greonand gray pigeons, snips, golden ployer, 
rails, hornbills, sandplpers, frigate hirds, 
hawks of vorious kinds, Java Bparrows, 
and starlings. The goat-sucker, regarded by 
the natives as a- bird of ill omen, cn shut 
off a contract or a journey by 8 single note of 
warning. , No native would dare be hoodless of 
thatedmonition. A reassuring nete from the 
hornbill will set the native right again, but 
without it the day and task in hand are finished, 
and there must be a renewal ds fresh aa if it 
wore the beginning. It is the samo practic®, 
that some of the trives in Mindause follow,’ 
whether of not uuder the influencs of the same 
birds, ‘In the prevailing stillness of the wilds 
& warning note always sounds xo distinctly that 
there is no mistaking it, What would happen 
to a native ‘who neoifed at a goat-sucker aud 
went on about his business jg not quite clear, 
except that smong lis possible ‘ misfortunes 
“might be a visit from the man-eating ghosts 
who watch from the hills their chances to 
pounce upon the wanton and ruckless, : 

‘A native is a goof guide for.gamo or bird, 
for he knowa all tne forest life, from the -sun | 
bird, the humming bird of the Enst, othereul, 
sprightly, and sparkling with-irridescent hues 
amoug the blossoms on whieh it feeds, to the 
giants of the woods and the- tongh-bided, cruel 
monsters of the ‘streams, All the wild life 
knows tho native aud regards him as part: of 
itselt, thereto prey and be preyed upon when 
ocowion requires, but ordinarily Larmless. 
Among the natives who setile down and have 
permanent abiding places, the birds and animals 
make themeelves quite at home, uosting under 
‘the roof and finding shelter from sun and 
storm and at night within the encloeure of 
stilts that support the fivors. Wild life, 
indeed,-is slmost ag free in the bungalows at 
the plantations, .\ planter keops a mongoosé 
as o protection against snakes of intrasive 
disposition, No one is surprised to bo awakened 
in the night by civels in his room, arguing out 
their differonces so like civilised cuts as to 
make him homesick.. A traveller who drifted | 
over 10 Sebongan tella of an interriow there 
with a native who entertained’ him,,, which 
might be-repeated within a dey's trip from 
thy const, in almogt suy part of the territory, 
by avyone cur regarding things primeval.
